Report  and  Audited  Accounts  for  the  year  1928,  the  Board  of 
Management  has  pleasure  in  drawing  attention  to  the  work 
done  by  the  Hospital  as  shown  by  the  following  summary  : —

£1878  7s.  6d.,  and  from  the  Ministry  of  Tensions  through 
the  Local  War  Pensions  Committees  £127  5s.  Od.  against 
£638  7s.  Od. 

The  Total  Ordinary  Expenditure  amounted  to 
£3175  2s.  lOJd.  as  compared  with  £3832  12s.  9Jd.  during  the 
previous  period.

Mr.  de  Rusett,  so  well  known  in  the  philanthropic 
and  religious  Institutions  of  London,  was  Chairman  of  the 
Finance  Committee.  Both  these  gentlemen  devoted  much 
time  to  the  service  of  the  Hospital  and  will  be  greatly  missed.

Endoscopic  Surgeon,  Dr.  William  Hill,  who  was  also  on  the 
Consulting  Staff  of  St.  Mary’s  Hospital  and  one  of  the  most 
popular  and  best  known  men  in  the  medical  profession.  He 
had  been  connected  with  the  Hospital  for  many  years. 
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The  Board  desires  to  tender  its  thanks  to  the  Honorary 
Medical  Staff ;  to  the  Auditors  for  their  services ;  and  to 
the  Accountant,  the  Dispenser,  the  Nursing  Staff  and  the
